Three Rf men arrested after bank 


robbery and high speed chase

Three armed robbera from Pahokee 
entered Clewiston National Bank's Hwy. 
27 branch and held up three tellers around 
lunchtime on Thursday, March 27. The trio 
left the bank with money in hand and 
began a 25 mile getaway that ended in 
Belle Glade with eight law enforcement 
agencie involved and the getaway car 
overturned’and abandoned in a sugar cane 


+field between Belle Glade Bowl and Glades 


Général Hospital. 
‘After flipping their car unto its roof, the 


three men attempted to escape. Two men; 
Shawn Cleveland, 26;and Tyrone’Grad- 
dick, 27 ran into nearby Glades General 
Hospital in an attempt to flee but were 
apprehended by law enforcement officials. 
The third suspect, Cedrick Scurry, 23, also 
fled into Glades General but was able to 
élude being arrested after an extensive 
search of the hospital turned up no clue as 
to his whereabouts.

She met Paul because he 
ran the local newspaper in 
Glennville. They courted 
and eventually married in 
1931 

In 1934 Paul and Kathryn 
moved to! Canal Point and 
Paul took over the Ever- 
glades News, the local paper 
that is now The Sun. 

Shortly after, Paul Rardin 
was elected a county com- 
missioner for Palm Beach 
County. 

“I remember when State 
Road 715 was a dirt road. 
Paul worked so hard to get it 
paved and his hard work 
paid off. There isn’t a, time 
that I.don‘t drive on that 
road when I don't think of 
him,” stated Mrs. Collins. 

In 1972 while coming 
home from Georgia, Paul 
bad a heart attack and died 
in Atlanta, Georgia. Kathryn 
buried him at Hillcrest 
Cemetery in West Palm 
Beach. “I knew how muth 
Paul loved Palm Beach 
County. and I knew he 
wouldn't want to buried any- 
where but Palm Beach 
County.” 

After that Kathryn lived 
by herself and ended up 
remarrying. She married 
Minter Collins who built 
Badeock’s Furniture Store in 
Pahokee.

this the best opening weekend 
on record. The second best 
opening weekend on record was 
last year’s Spring Turkey 
Season, when a total of 60 birds 
were taken. For the period 
1987-1996, opening weekend 
harvests ranged from 22-60 
turkeys. 

Wild turkey harvests have 
been tracked ‘on the Avon Park 


—Air Force Range since 1951, 


over which time the harvest 
has ranged from a low of 4 toa 
high of 180 total turkeys. har- 
vested. The harvest has moved 
in a serpentine cycle from ve 

low numbers in the het 

950's, to a high in the late 60's, 
to a low point in the late 70's, 
and is now at a relatively high 
point. 

Approximately 90% of ‘each 
year’s harvest comes from the 
Spring Turkey Season while 
10% are taken by archers in the 
fall. Of these, the majority 
(65%) of the gobblers taken in 
the spring are fully mature 
birds while the majority (82%) 
of those taken in the fall are 
jakes, or 
birds. 

In addition to tracking har- 
vests, wildlife biologists at 
Avon Park Air Force Range 
have conducted annual popula- 
tion surveys since 1992. These 
surveys provide a measure of 
turkey abundance ` against 
which previous measurements 
can be compared. They also 
provide a measurement of pro- 
ductivity. In both cases an 
increasing trend has been 
recorded over the fives years 
during which the surveys have 
been conducted. Favorable .

‘Final Income Tax Return Due 


As strange as it may seem, tax 
obligations do not end at death. If 
people have enough income before 

- dying to require tax returns, then 
their families or executors must file 
a final‘ncome tax retum to report 
that income and pay any taxes or 
claim any refund due. 

‘And depending on when a per- 
son dies, more than one tax return 
may need to be filed. For a calendar 
year taxpayer who dies between 
January | and April 15 without fil- 
ing the previous year’s return, two 
income tax returns are due. The 
first is due by April 15 of the year 
of death, The. second and final 
return {s due by April 15 of the 
following year to report any 
income and deduct any expenses 
the decedent (person who died 
had between January 1 and the 
date of death 

All these things can be handled 
by a personal representative of the 


representative must attach to the 
return à copy of the court certificate 
showing his or her i: s 
representative, This certificate 
authorizes the IRS to make the 
refund payment’ to the decedent's 
estate. A power of attomey-or copy 
of the’ will is not acceptable, For 
those who are not court-appointed 
or certified personal representa- 
tives; a Form 1310, “Statement of 
Person Claiming Refund Due a 
Deceased Taxpayer,” may be 


Usually a surviving spouse can 
file a joint return for the decedent if 
he or she did not-remarry in the 
year of death. Making a payment or 


. claiming’a refund is handled the 


same ‘way. as if the decedent were 
still living. The surviving spouse 
does not need to file Form 1310. 

The surviving spouse or repre- 
sentative should immediately give 
notice of the death to all parties, 
including financial institutions, 
who paid incolne to, the decedent. 
This will ensure the proper report- 
ing of income eared by the estate 
or heirs. 

A person's death can also affect 
the tax retums of the heirs and the 
estat. 1 may be wise to have the 
representative coordinate the filing
